_THE BURNING QUESTION.

Dean Sir,—Now, thanks to many months’ 
arduous labours by the members of the Sanitary 
Board, and after a’cost of over $100,000 to the 
Government, and a hundred thousand dollare 
worth of the ratepayers property consigned to 
the flames the plague bag, at last, been wiped ont 
of the colony. Handreds of thousands of dollars 
have been asked for the resumption of the Tal- 
ping-shsn property, and perhaps handreds of 
thous more will be required for reforms 
and preventive measures, to secure us against the 
recurrence of the plagne fa the near future, 
by members of the Sanitary Board consisting of 
amateur sanitarlans. As, apto date hereof, Ido 
not see that the Sanitary Board has shown as a 
substantial proof or a sure remedy for the core 
or prevention of the plague, it seems to me 
that the plegue disappears as {t comes without 
any traces or warning. Such Is always the case 
with cholera and plagues of all kinds. It {s the 
wlll of Providence and not the bands of men that 
can cope with epidemics. Yet the: will of 
Providence {9 a mystery, men’s, nature fs to 
battle against fate, Hence medical assistance 
comes fo and thousands have been saved. 

The Canton plsgue started about the 
same time as the Hongkong plague. But tt 
Glsappeared just before Hongkong was 
clean, without costing the Canton Authoritles 
aceot, aud without the services of a Sanitary 
Board. ' Naturally, men of commonsense would 
think that the City of Rams would never got rid 
of the plague for along time ta come, owing to the 
negligence of sanitation, But such has not been 
the case. Perheps the wiseacres of our Sanitary 
Board will kindly enlighten os by explanation 
as to how the plague disappeared from Caston in 
amanner that may satlefy many of the 
owners and ratepr yera who have suffered ma 
by reason of their valuabla services rendered fa 
stamping ont the plague, for aften heavy expenses 
were [ocarred, = 

Seme may say that the loss of Iife from plague 
{on Canton was over 100,000 sonia whilst Hong- 
kong's loss was not over 4,000 souls, bot the 
population of both places, however, must be taken 
{nto account, — 

Tthtnk the only sure remedy to prevent the
